CITY'S POST-WAR |Non-Fascist Treatment of Japs 


PLANS MAY RESULT |On Return “Home” is Urged 
IN TAX RATE BOOST by Mrs. Floyd Tift 


In a plea for Americans not to adopt Fascist methods in 
their treatment of returning Japanese to California now and 





Extent of the increase in city 
taxes for the current year de- 
pends upon how much money the 
city council will allocate for 
“post war planning” and for the 
newly organized planning com- 
mission. 

The tax rate of $1.33 of last 
year may be increased to the ex- 
tent of providing. a post-war 
planning and construction fund, 
it was pointed cut today by city 
hall observers. Inclusion of a 
retirement fund for city employ- 
es and for other increases will 
not affect the tax rate as the 
new 1944-45 budget is now pre- 
parted. 

The state legislature, however, 
has allocated several thousand 
dollars for Upland providing the 
municipality matches the money 
in drawing plans for post-war 
work. If this money is to be 
matched the city will have to 
increase its tax rate, according 
City Manager Richard G. 
Manley. 

The planning commission has 
been operating without expend- 
ing any money, but under the 
new program the commission 
may consider the employment of 
a professional city planner in dé- 
signing Upland of the _ future. 
Any additional money allocated 
to the commission will also re- 
sult in a slight boost in the tax 
rate, it was pointed out, 

The city council has officially 
received the figure of $5,597,160 
as Upland’s assessed valuation 
for the fiscal year. This is an 
increase of $100,000 over the fig? 
ure of last year and will result 
in a slight hoost to the city’s in- 
come on the $1.33 tax rate._ 

The Ontario tax rate last year 
of $1.40 will. be increased. ta pr 
vide for increased outlays, ac- 
cording to indications today.

The proposed act if approved 
by the voters, Mrs. McKean states, 
will provide 30 millions of dollars 
in California to help returning 
veterans establish homes and 
small farms. The fund is to be ad- 
ministered by the Veterans Wel- 
fare Board, that has been hand- 
ling similar work for veterans of 
World War 1. The hoard has al- 
ready helped some 19,000 veter- 
ang secure farms and homes val- 
ued at 90 millions of dollars, and 
at no expense to the state of Cal- 
ifornia, other than furnishing the 
original credit to start the fund.

Thig is the first time the audi- 
torium has been painted since the 
building was finished tn 1928, and 
marks the completion of the 
painting program which began 
three years ago after the disas- 
trous fire which blacked all of the 
interior of the junior high. Light 
pastel colors have fbeen used 
throughout the building since the 
re-decoration program began, Mr. 
Cook said. ‘ a 

Youngsters who attend the 
Eighteenth Street school will find 
the interior of their school re-dec- 
orated when ‘they return to class- | 
es in September, and some paint- 
ing will be done at the Elementary 
and Sierra Vista schools before 
the summer is over. Mr, Cook 
pointed out that costs of mainte- 
nance of the buildings: hag risen 
sharply since children have ‘been 
wearing “wartime shoes.” 

“The black marks made by the 
reclaimed rubber used on shoes 
is becoming’ a major problem 
throughout ‘the country in the 
maintenance program of schools,” 
the superintendent said. 

A new black surface is being 
placed on the driveway leading 
from Third avenue into the junior 
high school grounds. This im- 
provement wilt eliminate the 
erosion which has been tearing 
the drive away during rainy sea- 
sons,

after the war, Mrs. Floyd Tift (Kathryn Fischer) told the Up- 
land Methodist Men’s Bible class Sunday morning that the 
Japanese problem is one the citizens of the Pacifie Coast par- 


ticularly must face. 

Predicting that most of the Jap- 
anese who were on the coast dur- 
ing the time of Pearl Harbor 
(110,000) will want to return to 
their homes, she said they will 
have. no other choice since the 
Japanese government has stated 
definitely that it does not want 
any large group of them trans- 
ferred to Nippon’s shores. 

Tracing the development of 
changes of attitude that Ameri- 
ean citizens have made toward 
the Japanese in this state, Mrs. 
Tift said that the people’s antag- 
onism turned to fear after Pearl 
Harbor and then into bitterness. 

127,000 JAPS 

The 127,000 people of Japanese 
ancestry iri this country were put 
into relocation centers by the 
army after a Japanese submar- 
ine. shelled the California coast 
near Santa Barbara, and the job 
of handling the centers was grad- 
ually relinquished by the army 
to the War Relocation Author- 
ity. 

, Speaking from her wide exper- 
ience as a teacher and advisor at 
the Tule Lake segregation cen- 
ter, Mrs. Tift explained that the 
government classified the 20,000 
internees at that camp as “dis- 
loyal”. ‘However, she  pginted 
out. that only about 700 of the 
group have shown any attitudes 
of disloyalty. Most of the in- 
ternees at Tule Lake she classi- 
fied as only having confligting 
cultural backgrounds. The old- 
er group of Japanese who were 
born in Japan feel that they can- 
not swear allegiance to a coun- 


‘try that will. not let them become 


citizens. The younger group 
that were born in this country 
are almost all intensely loyal to 
the American government and 
customs—-and make no effort to 
learn Japanese customs. 
“TROUBLE MAKERS” 

This younger group is at the 
center because they chose togstay 
with their parents. The only 
group at the center that has 
caused trouble is made up of 
Japanese men who were born and 
educated in Japan, an@ who came 
to the United States to avoid 
going into their own army. at the 
outbreak of the war with China. 
Tokyo has refused to readmit 
any of them, and “they will never 
be good citizens of any country,” 
the speaker said. 

Mrs. Tift ended her plea for a 
better understanding of the Jap- 
anese problem by citing cases of 
Japanese heroism among the 
group who have died with the 
American forces in Europe. She 
commended the work that Kobi 
Shoji, former Upland and Chaf- 
fey student, had done in Boy 
Scout work at the center.
